The 
Identity of tho assassin has not been 
established but he is a Georgian and 
probably was selected by lot at a meet- 
ing of social revolutionists to kill Gen- 
*eral Grlaznoft as retaliation for the 
latter's severity in repressing the rev- 
olutionists. 


NEW FINANCIAL MEASURE. 


St. Petersburg, 
Jan. 
30.—An im- 


portant financial measure'dictated by 
the drain on savings banks in conse- 
quence of the revolutionary agitation 
and the Impossibility of competing 
with'the rates of private banks, Is an- 
nounced. It Increases by imperial or- 
der the rate of interest of the govern- 
ment savings banks from 3.6 to 4 per 
cent. The government hopes it will 
have a favorable effect on the reriepos- 
Iting which has already recommenced. 
According to the official statement the 
increased 
deposits in the 
savings 


banks for the first half of the Russian 
January were 12,500,000 ten times the 


, increase during the similar period of 


1905. 
At Moscow, according to 
the 


SIovo, the depositors of gold are de- 
manding 
receipts 
stating explicitly 


that their deposits are returnable in 
the same metal. The banks refuse to 
do so. The rate of Interest was de- 


i creased from 4 per cent, to 3.6 per 


cent, in 1894, on account of the favor- 
able position of the government and 
the low rate of money at that time.

RATE BILL.IN THE HOUSE. 


Washington Jan. 80.—According to 


special order the house today took up 
the Hepburn railroad rate bill. 


In making a request that speeches 


he confined to the subject matter of 
the bill Mr. Hepburn stated that re- 
quests for time qn the bill have beau 
ao. niimeronB-that it-seemed proper to 
confine debate to the bill. Mr. Wil- 
liams, the minority leader, objected tp 
this restriction, whereupon a discus- 
sion followed as to whether this re- 
quest could be enforced by a vote. 
Mr. Williams remarked: 
''We are a 


body now that can't do any thing'but 
talk and if this precedent is made we 
will even have that privilege cut off." 


"Not wishing, to abridge any of the 


gentlemen's prerogatives I. will not 
press the matter," responded Mr. Hep- 
burn good haturedly. 
He observed 


furthei1 that while no time had been 
set to close debate it had been his Idea 
that a vote might be taken on the bill 
one-week from today. 


In taking up the bill in committee 


of the whole Mr. Vreeland, of New 
York, was selected to preside over the 
debate. 


Mr. Townsend'a Speech. 


Mr. Townsend, of Michigan, at once 


began the opening speech on the bill. 


Regarding the question as one of 


tho most important ever before con- 
gress, Mr. Townsend advocated the hill 
as the correct remedy for the-evils 
which exist, and predicted that not- 
withstanding the protests of the roads, 
greater prosperity would come to them 
under its provisions than otherwise. 
To substantiate this he called atten- 
tion to the tremendous strides of a 
year in the transportation business 
and this in the face of the legislation 
which the last congress Initiated and 
which the present congress is taking 
up 
in' somewhat 
more 
strenuous 


form. 


Like the bill of last year, which bore 


Mr. Townsend's name, he said the 
present one .was the very least the 
people would accept, yet the present 
bill confers wider powers and extends 
over every facility of transportation. 
However, the present bill, he believed, 
not only fully within the constitutional 
powers of congress, but was simply an 
expression of the plain duty of con- 
gress to the American people. 


Broad Scops of Bill. 


In brief, the bill attempts, -he said, 


to place under the supervision of the 
interstate commerce commission, ev- 
ery form of interstate 
and 
foreign 


commerce and all instrumentalities of 
'commerce and transportation. 


The most serious complaint on the 


part of the shippers, he said, have 
been directed against, special services, 
such as private ears, icing, elevator 
andterminnl charges, 
and the 
like, 


Mr. Townsend believes the bill affords 
a complete" remedy for all of these 
evils, as hereafter every such charge 
must be just and reasonable and in 
case it Is not, the commission has 
power to make it so. 


The evils of the "mid-night 
rate" 


was described and the remedy 
set 


forth—requiring thirty days notice of 
a change of rates. 
Briefly, the "mid- 


night rate" is a device whereby a large 
shipper notifies a road that on a cer- 
tain date a large shipment will be 
made. - 
On that date the published 


tariff is changed for a day, the ship- 
ment made at the lower rate and the 
tariff immediately raised. 


Main Feature of the Bill. 


The main feature of the bill is that 


which gives the commission power, on 
complaint, to substitute a reasonable 
maximum rate in place of one found 
to be unjust or unreasonable. While 
the number of commissioners Is In- 
creased by two and

Kling- 
man was about 30 years "of age, and 
leaves the wife and other relatives en 
Buchanan street. 


KHngman left this city last Friday 


for Indianapolis to seek employment. 
He was out of work and despondent, 
and this IB presumed to have been the 
cause which impelled him to swallow 
the fatal dose. Friends also say that 
he had been recently suffering from 
severe headaches, and that he had 
consulted specialists in the hope of 
securing relief from the agony which 
ho suffered during these attacks. 


The remains were brought to Fort 


Wayne for burial, arriving last night 
at 10 o'clock, and funeral services this 
afternoon from the residence were 
[trictly private.

S'hysicnl Requirements Are Most Ex- 


acting—Routine of Duty for 


the Recruit. 


There has been an encouraging 
.ish of applicants for enlistment at 
he naval recruiting station opened 
yesterday in the government building 
by Lieutenant Comfort and-his party, 
and the officer is confident he will 
make 
a 
good 
showing daring the 


week's stay in Fort Wayne. 


Tradesmen were the first of the 


Fort. Wayne applicants enlisted. ,T. A. 
Weaver, 22 years of age. 23 Baker 
avenue, is enlisted as a plumber and 
fitter. 
M. F. Miller, 22 years of age, 


2307 Winter street, is enlisted as a 
machinist. There are already.a num- 
ber of other applicants undergoing ex- 
amination. 


By far the greater number of rejec- 


tions are due to some physical imper- 
fection, the navy regulations requiring 
that, the men be in perfect.health and 
pound of body. The man with no trade 
enlisting for the sailor branch, com- 
mences as an apprentice seaman, 
starting out on |16 per month, includ- 
ing first year's outfit of clothes, board 
and medical attendance. He is sent to 
the training station at Norfolk, Va., at 
government expense. There he is 
taught the ways of military discipline, 
how to take care 
of 
himself 
and 


clothes, athletics and drills. At the 
end of four months he is given ten 
days furlough and is then sent^out in 
general'service as an ordinary seaman 
at $19.00 per month. From then on he 
is on his own merits, and if deserving 
is promoted when qualified through 
tlie different grades of seaman, petty 
officers and chief petty officers to $70. 
A chief petty officer has an opportun- 
ity to try for a warrant, pay $1,200 to 
$1,800 per. year. 


Trndesmen enlist, with rates of.pay 


varying from $30 per month to $65 per 
month. 
Such trades are machinists, 


boflermakers, blacksmiths, plumbers, 
coppersmiths, carpenters, electricians, 
stenographers and drug clerks. After 
thirty years, men are reiired on three 
quarters pay for life. Men who follow 
up the service have four months' leave 
with pay every four years, besides fre- 
quent furloughs during service.

The new ruler 
of Denmark joined the premier on the 
balcony and in a short speech declared 
that he would rule in accordance with 
the example set him by his father and 
trusted that the same accord between 
the king and the nation would-con- 
tinue as heretofore. His majesty con- 
cluded with calling for cheers for the 
fatherland. King Frederick received a 
warm hearted greeting from, the as- 
sembled crowd, whose cheers mingled 
enthusiastically with the national an- 
them.

Lake County Leads With 800 Per 


Cent in 25. Years—Allen Coun- 


ty's Increase 285 Per Cent. 


Indianapolis, Im3., Jan. 30.—Figures 


compiled by Joseph H. Stubbs, chief 
o£ the bureau of statistics, show that 
In the last, thirty-five years the taxa- 
ble property 
in twenty-four of the 


counties of the state has increased 
more than 200 per cent. In twenty- 
four it has Increased from 100 to 200 
per cent; in forty, a percent under 
100. One county, Switzerland, had a 
decrease of 7 per cent, and three coun- 
ties, Newton, Morgan and Vigo, have 
not reported as yet. 


The greatest increase was in the 


taxable valuation 
of 
Lake county, 


which increased In the. period named 
from ?u,526,635 to $35,123,870 or an in- 
crease of S96 per cent. 
The Starke 


county increase 
was 525 per cent. 


Other large increases, by per cent., 
follow: 
Wells, 504; Blackforrt, G23; 


Grant, 488: DeKalb, 476; Benton, 447; 
Howard, 420; Adams, 406; Madison, 
348; White, 362; Jasper, 340; Jay, 335; 
Marion, 334 and Huntingtcn, 314. In 
Marion county the taxable property in 
1870 was valued at $41,058,045 and In 
1905 was $178,190,885. 


Other counties showing a gain of 


more than 200 per cent, follow: 
Al- 


len, 285; Clinton. 207; Delaware, 248; 
Fulton, 265; 
Marshall, 207; Porter, 


243; St. Joseph, 262 and Steuben, 243. 


Every one of these twenty-four coun- 


ties having a percent, gain of more 
than 200 is in the northern part of the 
state, all being north of Marion coun- 
ty. 
Lake, the northern most county, 


had the highest gain per cent. 


The forty counties that had a gain 


between 100 and 200 per cent are scat- 
tered pretty evenly throughout tho en- 
tire state. And of those making the 
lowest gains, all were In the southern 
part. The following counties showed 
the lowest gains and are all In tho 
southern part:

Six Score Lives Lost in the 


Disaster to the 


Valencia. 


THE WRECK OF THE VALENCIA. 


Victoria, B. C., Jan. 24.—The steam- 


er Valencia, Captain Johnson, of the 
Pacific 
Coast Steamship 
company, 


with ninety-four passengers on board 
and a crew of sixty, was wrecked to 
eastward of Cape Beaie on. the Van; 
couver island coast in the early morn* 
jig of Tuesday with a heavy loss o£ 
;ife, 
greater than that of any other 


disaster that has occurred near here 
since the terrible loss of life following 
the collision of the ship Orpheus with 
:he steamer Pacific, when en route 
:rom Victoria to Portland. 


Boate Smashed at Vessel's Side. 
The survivors who 
have reached 


Cape Beale, the boatswain and five 
seamen, sent to secure assistance in 
one of the steamer's boats, report at 
least fifty persons were 
drowned 


alongside the steamer 
when 
boats 


loaded with 
women 
and 
children 


smashed against the steamer's side 
soon after they were lowered from the 
vesse]. \Vhen they left over 100 per- 
sons were huddled on the saloon deck 
of tne steamer, which was then partly 
submerged with 
the 
in-rolling sea 


washing over the main deck. A south- 
east gale was blowing with the wind 
whistling through the cordage of the 
wrecked vessel at a velocity of over 
[orty miles'an hour and a high sea 
was beating against the hun, sending 
spume high over i., and huge seas 
pounded on the deck, threatening to 
break up the wreck. 


May Be Too Late to Rescue. 


Unless the several steamers which 


have been hurried to the assistance 
of the wrecked vessel can arrive in 
time to save those who remain on the 
wreck it is doubtful if any of them 
will reach shore, for a landing in such 
a place is extremely difficult. 


The Valencia sailed from San Fran- 


cisco on her second trip to Victoria, 
replacing the recently disabled steam- 
er City of Puebla, at 11 a. m. Satur- 
day. This was the only clear day and 
from Saturday evening Captain John- 
son and his omcers had to navigate 
by means of dead reckoning. Ncaring 
the entrance to the straits the weathei 
was very 
thick 
and 
the 
officers 


thought they were in the vicinity of 
the Umatilla reef lightship near Cape 
Flattery, which has a good fog signa" 
on board. 
Having had no observa 


tions and unable to make out their 
position in the thick weather prevail 
ing, 
soundings were taken, showing 


thirty fathoms. 


Steamer Strikes Reef. 


Immediately after the men with the 


lead lines reported thirty fathoms o: 
water, the 
steamer 
struck heavily 


against some reefs oft shore with a 
shock which awoke all on board. 


The steamer did not run up on the 


reef and 
was 
immediately backed 


away. As she went into deep water 
she began to fill, the impact with the 
rock having greatly 
damaged 
the

trieti to secure themselves by a treaty 
iwith the Assyrians. At the same time 
they were in communication 
with 


Egypt and Ethiopia. 


Cunning and Trickery. 


"They had laid their cunning plans 


BO that they expected at the proper 
time to call out the armies of Tirha- 
keh to free them from the Tower of 
Sennacherib. They turned from'God 
as their covenant 
God and sure de- 


fense to the Barbarians. They would 
deceive the Assyrians by a treaty and 
at an unexpected moment set the ar- 
mies of Bgypt and Ethiopia upon them 
to devour them. This was the plaus- 
ible but 
imprudent and 
deceitful 


flcheme which the prophet denounced 
In our text. He tells them that they 
have made a mistake and their dishon- 
esties tend wicked alliances will, in 
time come back upon their own heads, 


• If they continued to look to. the 


heathen instead of God for defense, 
they would find themselves'in the po- 
fiition of a man in a bed too short 
and with covering too narrow to reach 
round him. 


"They would be in the condition of 


the man who sought the companion- 
ship of a rogue to protect him from 
the attacks of other rogues, but found 
his 
companion to be the greatest 


source of annoyance and discomfort. 
All such shifts and deceitful schemes 
•will prove to be the short bed and nar- 
row covering. No man can do a false 
and dishonest thing and not be hurt 
by it. 
' 


"The politician who will resort to 


dishonest means to secure his election 
Is making for himself the short bed 
and narrow covering. He may reach 
the position but the covering -which 
he hoped would make him happy is too 
narrow and he cannot wrap himself 
in it. Think of the mean and dishon- 
est shifts which are made by corpora' 
tions to evade tne law. These 
are 


sometimes 
called technicalities 
but 


they are rascalities. .It is no wonder 
that when the law gets after tha men 
•who resort to these things that they 
Buffer from melancholia. 


Mayor Hosey's Straddle, 


"We have a good illustration of this 


principle in the maneuvers of Mayor 
Hosey in trying to straddle the fence 
between enforcement and non-enforce- 
ment of law. Mr. Hosey wanted to be 
mayor of this city, which in itself was 
not an unworthy desire. It Is an honor 
to bexthe head of a city government 
like, this and the position is worthy of 
the admiration and appreciation of the 
beat man who ever cast a ballot In 
one of the city's precincts. 
The re- 


muneration is not to be despised and 
16 sufficient to demand the best efforts 
of a good man. Opportunities fqr ren- 
dering valuable service to the city, 
•with its sixty thousand people, are 
great and might well fill the heart of 
a philanthropist with pride. The may- 
or has in his hands the manipulation 
of the municipal machinery, 
which 


should make the way of the trans- 
gressor hard and the way of the law- 
abiding easy. 
Such an opportunity 


as this does not come to every citi- 
zen and it comes to but few men more 
than once. The question is, what did 
Mr. Hosey want 
to be mayor for? 


There is a wide difference between 
•wanting the position for selfish inter- 
ests and wanting it for the interests 
of the city. 
Selflsh interests have 


their place In the contest for such a 
position, but where necessary 
they 


should always be sacrificed for the 
good of the public. 


Two Sets of Promises. 


"According to the statements of The 


Sentinel and Mr. Hosey's public utter- 
ances before his election, he wanted to 
be mayor for one reason, to enforce 
the law, but according to the state- 
ments of the Freie Presse and the ac- 
tions of the saloonkeepers and theater 
managers he wanted to be mayor to al- 
low the disregarding of the law. That 
Is a big straddle and it takes a strong- 
er man than Mr. Hosey has proven 
himself to be to maintain such a posi- 
tion without a tumble. 
Before the 


election The Sentinel 
stated 
more 


than once that Mr. Hosey promised, 
U elected, that he would enforce the 
law 
Mr. Hosey and his friends cer- 


tainly knew that The Setnlnel had 
made such an announcement and such 
a .promise for htm. Now Mr. Hosey

says he never made any promise to 
The Sentinel. Why did he not correct 
the statement 
before 
the election? 


There was plenty of time and oppor- 
tunity to deny the statement then if It 
was not true. That would have been 
frank and honest and no one would 
have been deceived; but Mr. Hosey 
prefered to remain silent until elected 
to the position, and the law is not 
enforced, and he Is reminded of his 
promise and then he declares he never 
made it. The Freie Presse now comes 
out and says that Mr. Hosey promised 
it that if-he was elected mayor his 
policy would bs liberal. 


A Promise Not Published. 


"Why did not the Freie Presse pub- 


lish that statement before the elec- 
tion? If the people could have had 
that statement they would not have 
been deceived. Mr. Hosey states posi- 
tively that he never made any prom- 
ises to anyone before his election. The 
fact remains that Mr. Hosey knew 
people believed, that he had made 
promises and that these papers were 
urging his election because of prom- 
ises which they thought he had made. 
The Sentinel openly and warmly sup- 
ported him and gave as a reason for 
so doing that he had promised to en- 
force the law and that the saloons 
would have to be conducted as the law 
directed. 
. 


"Silence under such circumstances 


might justly be construed into a prom- 
ise and many would so understand It. 
The Sentinel now comes out and con- 
fesses that it believes Itself to be the 
'buyer of the gold brick,' and that Mr. 
Hosey'a law enforcement policy was 
merely "to get in.' If the Sentinel is 
correct then we have la Mr. Hosey the 
very thing which this test in Isaiah 
was given to condemn—a diplomatic 
shift or a deception. If Mr. Hosey has 
put himself in such a position as that 
before the people of this city he merits 
the result predicted by the prophet, 
the short bed and the narrow covering. 
God has promised that the deceiver 
will get his due In.'the other world, 
but that Is too long for the people of 
this city to wait to bring justice upon 
one who deceives them and refuses to 
put up the .bare against Immorality 
and vice which have been trusted to 
him for '"that purpose. 
There Is too 


much at stake to wait. and while we 
are waiting there is too much evil 
done, 
characters, traduced, 
homes 


made unhappy and lives lost. 
Our 


laws are for the 
protection of the 


righteous 
and 
the 
punishment 
of 


evil doers, the maintenance of order 
and sobriety and the suppression of 
riot and vice. 
The city elects its 


mayor and puts these laws Into his 
hands for enforcement" and he takes 
a solemn oath that he will do his duty 
as the servant of the people and en- 
force the laws. 


"If the man who has been entrusted 


with the city's government has de- 
ceived the people who put him into 
power, Is there no redress? Must the 
people sit down and see their laws tra- 
duced and suffer that thing to go on 
unto the end of the deceiver's term of 
office? 


Ways to Compel Action. 


"There aro ways of forcing public 


servants-to either do their sworn dnty 
or retire and let the position go to one 
who will faithfully discharge the re- 
quired duties. 
This is an 
extreme 


measure and should only be resorted 
to when less severe measures fail. It 
ia a difficult thing to do where it is 
clearly justifiable. 


"The law abiding citizens of Fort 


Wayne would much rather see Mayor 
Hoeey enforce the law than to im- 
peach htm if that were possible. The 
law abiding public has been very anx- 
ious concerning this 
administration 


and waited with patience through the 
preceding administration hoping for 
something better to succeed it. The 
last city administration was conspicu- 
ous for its want of law enforcement 
and the permission ic gave to violate 
certain laws. All that he have gained 
over that has been a violated promise 
and one hour earlier closing for the 
saloons. 
The significance of that is 


too apparent to need an explanation 
and would need to be stretched until 
useless to make it large enough to 
cover the shame of the administration. 


"When a committee from the retail 


merchants went to Mayor Hosey re- 
questing that the saloons be left open 
one evening until twelve o'clock to ac- 
commodate their guests, Mr. Hosey 
sent them to Mr. Hackett. 
If Mr. 


Hosey would be willing to 
delegate 


his authority to Mr. Hackett the law 
abiding citizens would have.nothing to 
fear 
But why did Mr. Hosey send 


them to Mr. Hackett? It was not be- 
cause he was not in authority, nor 
because he did not have the law, but 
because he was afraid of criticism. 
According to that Mr. Hosey was not 
afraid of violating his oath or giving 
permission to violate the law but he 
was afraid of criticism. 


Not Creditable to the Mayor. 
"That matter was no credit to the 


retail merchants and we hope the com- 
mittee asking for the violation of the 
law was self-appointed and did not go 
clothed with the authority of the Re- 
tail Merchants' association, but it was 
of less credit to the mayor than to the 
retail merchants. Such cowardice as 
that is certainly unbecoming in a man 
holding the position of mayor of a 
city of sixty thousand 
people, and 


doubtless many men who voted for 
Mayor Hosey thought they were vot- 
ing for a man who had some convic- 
tions of right and courage to stand up 
for them. 


"The committee from the Ministe- 


rial association that visited Mr. Hosey, 


went with the wish that the mayor' 
might be made to feel the responsibil- 
ity of his obligation sufficiently to en- 
force the law and give us an adminis- 
tration that the best class of citizens ; 
nilgai feel proud of, but instead of; 
that the committee came away feeling j 
that Mr. Hosey would go to the ut- ' 
most length in permitting violations ; 
rather than restraining them. 
Mr. j 


Hosey's sentiments are in favor of an 
open town and he contends that there 
Is less drunkenness under those con- 
ditions than under prohibition. 
He 


stated to the committee of ministers 
who called upon him that the worst ! 
condition of drunkenness in the city 
in his lifetime was during the Oakley ; 
administration, when the orders were 
to enforce the saloon laws. The Sen- j 
tlnel states that when that paper ask-, 
ed Mr. Hosey why he had not ordered i 
Sunday closing that Mr. Hosey saiU ! 
he Intended that 
the orders for 11 j 


o'clock closing included the Sunday j 
closing also. When the committee ot 
ministers asked him the same ques- 
lion he said he was waiting to see if [ 
the saloon men would not do that of 
their own free will and accord. 
He 


thought they would come to the con- 
clusion that it would he better for 
Lhem to obey the Sunday law and he 
ihouglu It would bo much better to let 
:hem order it themselves than for him 
:o do it, and stir up their antagonlsm. 
[ am very sorry to believe that we 
have the man, William J. Hosey, may- 
or of Fort Wayne, in these contradic- 
;ory statements, and I am willing to 
postpone my judgment until larger op- 
portunity is given to move the man. 
Dutiful Mayor Would Please People. 


"Nothing would please the good peo- 


ple of the city more than to have Mr. 
Hosey fall in line with the reform 
i.hat Is sweeping over the country 
and give them nn upright and clean 
city government. That would be the 
best thing that Mr. Hosey could do 
for himself as well as for the city. 
Such a course as that would surround 
him wi th friends 
whose friendship 


would be valuable and make for him 
a name that would live long. To con- 
tinue as he has begun there will be 
nothing In his administration worth 
remembering and lie will go out of of- 
fice to take a back seat and be for- 
gotten. 


"I want to say to those who would 


like to have a better enforcement of 
law that there is one thing we can do 
If nothing more and that is to agitate. 
We can agitate 
and 
keep on at it 


through the four years ot misrule if it 
must be that, hoping by that time that 
the people will 
be so thoroughly 


awake that they will demand a man 
at the head of the city government 
who will stand for civic righteous- 
ness."

STUBBORN 
DEFIANCE 


KUsconri Inquiry Carried to Cleve- 


land, Where Interesting His- 


tory is Belated. 


Cleveland, O., Jan. 25.—Frank Rock- 


efeller refused to appear before Attor- 
ney General Hadley and testify today 
In the hearing in connection with the 
action of the state of Missouri against 
the Standard Oil company. 


A deputy sheriff served a subpoena 


on Mr. Roelrefeller last evening. This 
morning tae deputy reported that Mr. 
Rockefeller had said: 
"I won't ap- 


pear. I can't appear and there is no 
-use talking about tt 
They may send 


me to jail if they want to." No serv- 
ice was obtained on John Teagle, W. 
B. Jndd, W. F. Lowe or W. P. McKee. 
Lowe is of the Navarre Oil company 
and Judd and McKee of the Republic 
Oil company, which, according to evi- 
dence brought out at the recent hear- 
ing In New York, is a subsidiary of 
the Standard Oil company. 


The taking of the 
depositions of 


Cleveland Independent oil men in the 
case of the state of Missouri against 
the Standard Oil company was begun 
before Notary Frank W. fichwentner 
here today. Attorney General Hadley, 
oi Missouri, was present to conduct 
the examination of the 
witnesses. 


Louis H. Turrell, of Detroit, Mich., a 
former accountant of the Standard Oil 
company in St. Joseph, Mo., and other 
cities, was the first witness. 


Mr. Turrell testified to facts con- 


cerning the formation of the Republic 
Oil company of Cleveland which Mr. 
Hadley holds to be a Standard Oil 
concern. 


Some Interesting History. 


Mr. Turrell then gave a complete 


history of all the transactions in the 
organization of the Republic Oil com- 
pany. 
He stated that he subscribed 


to 300 shares of stock for which he 
did not pay a cent, and that he was 
made secretary and treasurer and a 
director of the company 
and 
was 


given charge of the accounting sys- 
tem In the Cleveland field. He testi- 
fied as to meetings of the directors of 
the Republic company at the Standard 
company's offices at 
26 Broadway, 


New York, on several occasions and 
said that everything done was on sug- 
gestion and order of H. M. Tilford, 
one of the executive heads 
of the 


Standard company. He was present, 
he said, at the final settlement for 
the property of Schofield, Schurmer & 
Teagle, which was later transferred 
to the Republic 
Oil 
company.

Stated that the settlement 
for 
the 


Schofleld, Schurmer & Teagle prop- 


tuuk place ill the omce of Yirgi 


P. Kline, a Standard Oil attorney in 
Cleveland and that the firm of Scho- 
fleld, Schurmer & Teagle received in 
payment a check and notes signed by 
ihe officials of the Republic Oil com- 
pany. He further testified that all of 
his communications were directed to 
75 New street. New York, which was 
the back entrance to the Standard 
building at 26 Broadway. 


STORMS WINS BY 


COURT'S DECISION 


SECRETARY OF STATE GAIXS 


IMPORANT POINT. 


Demurrer Assailing Jurisdiction of 


the Gonrt is Upheld by 


Judge Carter. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 25.—Judge 


Vinson Carter, of the superior bench, 
acting as a special circuit judge in the 
case of the state against Daniel E. 
Storms, secretary of state, seeking to 
oust him from office, today sustained 
the demurrer made by the defense. He 
ruled In effect that section 35 of the 
act under which the suit was brought 
Is unconstitutional and that the court 
has no jurisdiction In the case. The 
state moved that 
this decision be 


mado a part of the record In the case 
and gave notice of the appeal to the 
supreme court. Pending this appeal 
the case is at a standstill. 


What the Court Holds. 


In his ruling Judge Carter holds: 
First, that the particular provisions 


of the law providing in detail for the 
impeachment of state officers by the 
general assembly must be operative as 
against the general provisions apply- 
ing against all officers set out. In sec- 
tion 35. 


Second, that the constitution gives 


tha legislature no authority to enact 
that constitutional state officers shall 
be tried by any means other than im- 
peachment, and that such was not the 
intent of the members of the constitu- 
tional convention. 


Because of these two reasons. Judge 


Carter finds himself to be without 
jurisdiction as contended by the de- 
fense In its demurrer, and sustains 
the demurrer. 


Tn his 
ruling the question as 
to 


whether the proceedings in question 
were criminal or civil was not 
dis- 


cussed, though the court ruled that in 
either event, there was no right to a 
trial by jury. He dirt not rule on the 
constitutionality of the entire act. 


The reading of the decision, which 


was about 6,000 words long, was lis- 
tened to by a crowded court room. Mr. 
Storms wns in court.

The fourth count charges the 
embezzlement of $1,000. 
The 
fifth 


count charges the embezzlement of 
$1,700. The sixth count charges the 
embezzlement of $4,000. 


Falsified the Books. 


The seventh 
count 
charges that 


Conzman feloniously made in "Indi- 
vidual . ledger No. 1" and In the >ac? 
count of William Clark, county treas- 
urer, in the credit column, a false en- 
try. This entry, it is alleged, purport- 
ed to show that the sum of ?17;415.61 
had been deposited in the bank by 
William 
Clark, county treasurer, al- 


tndugh Clark had not deposited such 
a. sum. - This entry, it is alleged, was 
made to deceive the controller of the 
currency.

.paiiy with Mr. .Samuel McRoberts/ I 
called at Mr. Dawea' bank and we 
.we.nt to.the Chicago club.- I was in- 
troduced by Mr. Dawes to Mr. Gar- 
fieid. After some remarks-about other 
matters, Mr. Garfield opened the mat* 
ter^and it was discussed for 
nearly 


two. hours. Mr. Garfleld stated in a 
formal way, apparently-careful of his 
language, substantially that the Mar- 
tin resolution imposed on him .a duty 
of investigating the packing industry; 
that In' order .to do this he must have 
access to the books of the .packers. 
His purpose In coming to Chicago was 
to gain this access. He said that he 
had held conferences with the presi- 
dent and others with respect to the 
investigation and that it was of very 
great importance. He said that he was 
particularly anxious that the investi- 
gation should be fair, exhaustive and 
thorough, so that the usefulness of his 
department would be shown. He said 
that he realized the disinclination of 
business men to disclose secret mat- 
ters of business, but that he had map- 
ped out a plan. He said, of course, I 
knew the powers of his office and pro- 
duced a pamphlet, a report of the sec- 
retary of commerce and labor, and 
remarked again that of course I knew 
of his power to get the information."

-Spoke for the President, 


My first remark was that I had oc- 


casion to look into the law. He then 
said that he wished to make a suc- 
cess and not resort to detective meth- 
ods and wished to report to the presi- 
dent so that he could report to con- 
gress. Ho again said that he spoke, 
for the president and that, of course, 
would have the, protection necessary 
under the law creating his depart- 
ment.

FIND JONES WAS 


HIT BY A TRAIN 


CORNER'S VERDICT EXPLODES 


SUSPICION OF MURDER. 


.Death of William Jones, Found Be- 


side Railroad Tracts Nenr But- 


Icr, Was Accidental. 


(Special to The Sentinel.) 


Auburn, Ind., Jan. 26. — Suspicions 


of murder,, which had been rife in con- 
nection with the 
case 
of William 


Jones, whose lifeless body was found 
Thursday morning 'along the Lake 
Shore tracks, near Butler, were ex- 
ploded by the investigations of Dr. J. 
C. Baxter, coroner of DeKalh county, 
who has discovered that Jones was hit 
by a train and has returned a verdict 
that his death was duo to accidental 
causes. 


Jones was 
assessor 
of Franklin, 


township, and was unmarried, residing 
with au older sister seven miles north- 
west of Butler. His body was found 
Thursday morning by John Alward, 
lying along the Lake Shore railroad 
tracks one mile west of Butler. It was 
lying downward in a pool of water 
which had frozen about the body, and 
it was evident that he had been dead 
for some hours. His trousers 
were 


torn down at the side of one pocket, 
and the fact that Jones was presumed 
to have had a valuable gold watch, 
watch, which was missing, and that 
only 43 cents in cash was found on his 
person, led to the suspicion that he 
had been murdered and robbed. 


Coroner Baxter's examination of the 


body, however, revealed the fact that 
Jones' spine was broken and several 
riba were crushed in the back. It Is 
known that he left his home at 
o'clock Wednesday evening to walk to 
Butler, and all the evidence indicates 
to the coroner that Jones was walking 
along the railroad track and that In 
stepping off the track to avoid the 
eastbound Lake Shore flyer at 5:30 
o'clock, he failed to get far enough 
away for safety and was struck in the 
back by the pilot beam, Inflicting the 
Injuries found upon the body and pro- 
ducing death. 


Friends say that Jones carried no 


money upon the trip to Butler, and

The documents consist of a commu- 


nication made by United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Morrison o? Chicago to 
Attorney General Moody; a letter from 
:he attorney general to the president 
:rahsmlttlng Mr. Morrison's report, 
expressing tne opinion that no way 
existed under the law, by which the 
alleged offense could 
be punished, 


and a letter from the president to the 
attorney general directing the publlca- 
:ion of the correspondence In order 
that the public might be informed of 
one situation, at least, which the gov- 
ernment has to meet in prosecuting 
the case against the packers. 


Money Paid to a Reporter. 


The charges relate to the admitted 


payment of money to Frank Hasler, a 
reporter for the Chicago inter-Ocean, 
by Attorney George "W. Brown, who 
especially represents Nelson Morris & 
Co. in the packers' trial. 


The further fact Is brought out that 


Lawyer Brown, through the medium 
of Reporter Hasler, tried to bribe Hec- 
tor L. El well, a reporter for the City 
Press association, 
an organization 


which furnishes a report that is dis- 
tributed to all the Chicago newspapers 
and to the 
Associated 
Press. One 


hundred dollars was thrust in Elwell's 
pocket, against his protest. He 
at 


once turned it over to the 
general 


manager of the City Press, who hand- 
ed it back to Brown. The matter was 
brought to the notice of the United 
States district attorney, 
and 
then 


called to tne attention of the authori- 
ties in .Washington. Attorney Brown 
formerly was an Illinois circuit court 
judge. He lives in Wheaton.

Moody Writes of Bribes. 


The letter in which Attorney Gen- 


eral Moody called the attention of the 
president to this matter was: 


Office oC the Attorney General. "Wash- 
ington, D. C..

Sir—I forward herewith the re- 
port of Mr. Morrison, the United States 
attorney at Chicago, showing that ono 
of the counsel for the defendants in the 
Indictment against the beef packers has 
given a- sum of money to a reporter of 
the Chicago Inter-Ocean engaged In re- 
porting the proceedings In that case, and 
unsuccessfully attempted to give a sum 
ibney to another reporter of the city 
press of Chicago, who declined to receive 
it 
In view of the fact that the articles 


of the reporter of the Inter-Ocean have 
been misleading, containing many falsa 
statements of fact, and have been circu- 
lated- widely throughout the country, I 
deem it proper to bring the subject lo 
your attention. 
Under the statute, which rigidly re- 
stricts the power of the federal court to 
punish for contempt of court there seems 
to be no remedy. I am advised by the 
district attorney that proceedings for dis- 
barment of the offending attorney would 
not be likely to prevail In the federal 
courts.

Canal commission, which may have 
an important bearing on the canal in- 
vestigation. 


Mr. Shonts was called by the senate 


interoceanic canal committee yester- 
day to make a genera! statement of 
matters over which he exercises con- 
trol. He said that he had been presi- 
dent of the Clover Leaf route and It 
was brought out that he still receives 
$12,000 a year and continues to hold 
the title of president. He said that 
he does not give any time to the man- 
agement of the road, but that reports 
are sent to him and frequently offi- 
cials of the road come to Washington 
to consult him. 


After getting Into the record the 


fact that Mr. Shonts receives $30,000 
a year from the United States, the 
chairman of the commission was al- 
lowed to proceed. 
It was stated by 


members of the committee, however, 
that when they take up the question 
of reviewing salaries Mr. Shonta' case 
will be met. 


Mr. Shonts. in interesting testimony, 


admitted that 
the 
commission had 


paid for the importation 
of women 


into the canal zone, the women being 
the families of laborers from Marti- 
nique, and that there Is no way for 
the government to recover its money. 


Mr. Shonts expressed the opinion 


that the canal commission should feed 
its laborers, but said 
several older 


men in the isthmian service believed 
in the contract system. Prices for all 
food stiins were high when the pres- 
ent commission took'hold of affairs on 
the Isthmus, said Mr. Shonts, and he 
then told of opening the commissary 
department to the laborers in order to 
remeuy these 
conditions. He dis- 


cussed the Market contract. 


Laborers Well Housed. 


At the afternoon session Mr, Shonts 


testified that of the 2,100 houses left 
by the I rench about 1,000 were now 
in good condition. The hotels have 
been enlarged and new houses and 
hotels are being built, said the wit- 
ness. 
He agreed .with a suggestion 


by Senator Morgan that if a change 
is made, by whicn the canal is built 
by contract, the present' hotels and 
houses may be sufficient for the needs. 


"No matter how th'e canal Is-built," 


he said, "there are'.two "things- over 
which the United States should always 
exercise control—the government of 
the zone and the sanitation. 
And 


the governor of the zone should have 
his headquarters at Ancon, which is 
adjacent to Panama." 


Mr. Shonts said that'buildings had 


been set aside for churches and Sun- 
day schools and that the houses for 
laborers and the food 
supplies 
are 


much better than are usually "provided 
for such purposes in connection with 
railroad construction 
work in this 


country. 
When camps are, located 


tho surrounding ground is drained and 
the vegetation cut down in Order to 
make conditions healthful; Mr. Shonts 
said. 
The water supply is 
drawn 


from the Rio Grande .River and im- 
pounded near Ancpn for use on the 
Panama side. 
Mr. Shonts, 
in 


plaining this supply, said that analysis 
showed it, to be pure. 


Concerning the division of expenses 


in 
maintaining the 
railroad, Mr. 


Shonts said that all that, part needed 
for ordinary railway business, exclu- 
sive oC caiial work, should be borne 
by the railroad and other work, even 
to the buildliag of wharves, should be 
paid from the canalfunds.

Mr. Shonts went to the isthmus.that 
lie had criticised Chief. Engineer Wal- 
lace for dilatoviness and that he pro- 
posed to make a showing at 
once. 


Mr. Shonts denied that he had made 
such a statement at any time. 


Women Imported to Isthmus. 


Senator Gorman asked

taken to the isthmus. 


Mr. Stevens was said by Mr. Shonts

I think not mnny farmers realize 


the value of the main routs of corn 
or ihe nature of The growth. Last 
summer I discovered that the roots or 
some of my corn six weeks old, were 
as long as the stalk and they spread 
out five or six inches in all directions 
beneath the surface. 
In tlie first cul- 


tivation I hold the shovels as closely 
as possible to the young hills of corn 
and allow them to go down 5 inches or 
more In order to loosen the dirt and 
permit the air to freely circulate in the 
sell. 


After the first plowing I use my sur

(Dorothy Tucker.) 


Never put 
off churning when the 


cream is ripe. Gilt-edged butter can- 
not be made from 
over-ripe cream. 


The minute it is over-ripe all the deli- 
cate aroma is destroyed. 


No amount of fussing will reclaim 


butter that Is off tlavor—poor quality. 
The churning is not all of the butter 
making. It Is being made from the 
time the milk is drawn from the cow. 


Never put off the work of washing 


the dairy utensils. Everything should 
flrst be rinsed in cold water in order 
to remove all milk before it has dried. 
Then wash thoroughly 
with warm 


water, In which put some sal soda. 


Never use a cloth. Always use a 


good stiff brush. 


More germs lurk In an old rng than 


can be Imagined. Lastly, scald thor- 
oughly with boiling water. Steam is 
best if you have the appliances; if 
not, 
boiling water is effective. 


Then place the utensils where they 


will he thoroughly 
aired 
and dried. 


Never put the cover on the churn ex- 
cept when you are churning.

PLAGUE OF THE BROWN-TAILS. 


Moths Fall Like Snow in Boston and 


Devour the Trees. 


Last summer a southwest 
wind 


swept a horde of brown-tails into Bos- 
ton. In certain parts of the city the 
white moths were so thick as to make 
seeing across the street as difficult as 
in a driving snowstorm. 
In the in- 


fested districts of the 
suburbs the 


stenca from the caterpillars, 
which 


have dropped dead from leaves poi- 
soned by arsenical spraying, has fre- 
quently been so great as to necessitate 
disinfecting with lime before the bod- 
ies cotiln ne shoveled up and carted 
away oy the wheelbarrowfull. 


Both moths are frequently carried 


great distances by railroad trains. The 
gypsy caterpillar spins a long silken 
web and attaches it to the end of a 
Downswings in the wind until a passing 
train picks him up and carries him 
along. 
Almost anything 
moving is 


likely to catch and carry mis caterpil- 
lar. 
In many cases the agent of dis- 


tribution seems 
to have 
been 
the 


iioiquitous automobile. The 
brown- 


tail, attracted by light, wm fly into an 
open car window or into the cab of the 
engine. The gypsy is dependent upon 
these human agencies to spread him. 
Not so the 
brown-tall, a 
swarm of 


which will rise Into the air and aided 
by the wind fly many 
miles 
to be 


drawn to earth at last by some bunch 
of street lights. 


Under the law, the expense of clear- 


ing the moths off private estates must 
he home up to 1 per cent of tho value 
of tne land by the owner of it 
The 


increased seriousness ot the situation 
Is roughiy indicated by the increased 
expenditure under the new commis- 
sion as compared with tho old, one 
and a half million in 
ten years as 


against a million in two years. 


The only methods so far successful 


in controlling the plague are methods 
of direct tree to tree work. Hundreds 
of men are going from tree to. tree de- 
stroying the motns wherever found. 
Certain habits of the insects aid in 
this herculean task. 


The brown-tail caterpillar hatches in 


the late summer, and as soon as the 
weather becomes cold weaves a nest 
of leaves and silken thread at the end 
of a hough into which he crawls and 
hibernates all winter. These nests are 
cut off and burned. During the winter 
also the eggs of the gypsy laid in clus- 
ters on tne trunks of trees, can be 
killed hy painting with a thick coat of 
coal-tar creosote. 


Ir. the spring and summer effective 


work can be done by spraying the 
leaves with a .solution of arsenate of 
load in the proportion of five pounds 
of poison to one hundred pounds of 
water for the brown-tail, or twice that 
strcngtn for the gypsy, 
in their na- 


tive haunts both moths have been kept 
in rherk by parasites. 


As these mof.hs are often carried 


hundreds of miles 
by

there is great 
danger 
of the peats 


spreading to all parts of the United 
States and the greatest care should 
be taken to destroy the caterpillars as 
soon as they are discovered.

The 
beans grow wild in Texas on millions 
of acres, but until now have practi 
rally not been utilized.

LACK OF EGG FERTILITY. 


Too Much Coddling of Fowls in Warm 


Pens One Cause. 


A great many 
experiments 
have 


jeen conducted to ascortain, if pos- 
sible, the cause oi lack of fertility in 
eggs. 
Many experts are at sea, who 


have thought the discovery had been 
made. One plan is pursued to ascer- 
tain strong fertility and when the ex- 
periment Is made a second time there 
s a different result. Agala there may 
be strong fertility ant! low vitality in 
the chick that is hatched or In the 
embryo which falls to hatch. The .best 
of us are willing to confess that there 


much mystery in ihe business of in- 


ciib.itton and the causes of eggs fall- 
Ing to hatch. 


Some experiments have been con- 


ilucted in the Canada Experiment Sta- 
tion to gain some Informal Sou along 
this line. Diuereiu breeds efi-.l cross- 
reeds were tested and also eggs from 
icns which were kept in warm houses 
and Uons In houses that were cold, as 
the ordinary house where poultry is 
iiept. Fresh air and exercise ;ire Im- 
portant and such cannot always be ob- 
!alned In warm houses. The follow- 
ng is a summary 
of the 
results of j 


such experiments:

results were obtained from the fowls 
which like their 
parent stock, 
had 


never known warm quarters. 
From 


forty-eight eggs laid by these fowls In 
early 
spring—after laying well dur- 


ing 
the 
winter—forty-five 
strong 


chickens were hatched. In 
contrast 


with this are seventeen chickens from 
fifty-two eggs laid 
by hens kept in 


wanned, 
but comparatively 
limited 


quarters. 


Results were strongly In favor of 


the average farm conditions. One suc- 
cessful farmer has an open shed at- 
tached to his poultry house, and to 
this shed, which is protected by a cur- 
tain in stormy weather, his fowls have 
access, so obtaining fresh air and ex- 
ircise.

BEST APLES FOR THE NORTH. 


GIVE OLD TREES THE AX. 


When Orchards Have Reached Cer- 


tain Stages—Kill Them. 


Prof. Hendrlcks, the new horticul- 


turist of the Geneva New York station 
holds that the condition of the tree it- 
self should determine what to do with 
it. If standing in a crowded orchard, 
with lower limbs partially or wholly 
dead, and 
tops extending 
skyward 


thirty or forty 
feet high, 
the right 


remedy, without question, is the ax. 
The best thing that can be done with 
an old orchard of this kind Is to use 
it for firewood, and thus get rid of a 
nuisance and a breeding place for all 
sorts of apple enemies. 
We 
have 


thousands of such trees all over the ap- 


:e-growing sections 
of New 
York 


state, and their removal would have 
a decidedly beneficial effect on the 
younger orchards by the removal of a 
prolific source of infection. 


The rapid spread of the San Jose 


scale seems to make this course real- 
ly imperative, 
for the 
large 
trees, 


especially if crowded, 
can 
only be 


treated for the scale with greater dif- 
ficulties and more inconvenience than 
most owners are willing to surmount 
or undergo. 
In order to make thor- 


ough work in getting rid of the scale, 
we must destros' the infected trees. 


If a younger orchard, however, is 


only neglected, but otherwise of fair- 
ly good shape and health, and not be- 
yond salvation, then some pruning, 
thorough cultivation, 
and 
thorough 


spraying, even without heavy manur- 
ing, 
will in most cases suffice to set 


it upon its feet again, and to put it in 
shape for producing paying crops. 


IF the laud is poor we may grow a 


cover crop, such as vetch, soy bean, 
cowpea or one of the clovers, and plow 
this under, or let it rot on the ground. 
For light soils, I would add some pot- 
ash, either in the form of wood ashes 
or muriate of potash, and 
a little 


super-phosphate in any case. It will 
help the cover crop and through the 
decay of thin; the trees. The latter 
will quickly respond to this treatment 
and get into shape to grow full crops 
of superior fruit. 
Tn fact they could 


not. help doing that under this method.

Who can give the reasons why it 


has thus far been more difficult to 
evolve a suitable winter apple, than 
a suitable apple for the summer and 
autumn? Is it owing to the character 
ot the parent stocks from which the 
seed Is usually sown, or what is It ow- 
ing to? Can none of the wise men in 
:he northwest, who have devoted a 
lifetime to growing fruit furnish a 
sufficient answer?

TO GROW EARLY POTATOES. 


Rich Soil Necessary, But Beware of 


Fresh Stable Manure. 


(N. J. Shepard, Missouri,} 


A rich, deep, sandy loam is best for 


potatoes, but fresh, 
strong manure 


should not be used, as conditions are 
made which are very unfavorable to 
the propagation of scab. Better use 
commercial fertilizers than to risk us- 
ing fresh stable manure- With well- 
rotted stable manure care should be 
taken to incorporate thoroughly with 
the soil. With all potatoes, whether 
planted early or late, a. deeply stirred 
soil is best, and In addition to being 
deeply stirred, the soil should be work- 
id into a fine tilth. 


When it is desired to grow extra 


early potatoes, select one of the extra 


ly varieties and prepare the soil 


by plowing deep and thorough. 
The 


soil should be well-drained and the 
furrows marked deeply. This is mosf 
essential. Drop a forkfull of reason- 
ably fresh manure where each hill is 
to he planted. 
This manure snould 


come from uie horse stable. Over the 
manure put about three inches of rich, 
loamy soil and on (his plant a medium 
sized potato. Cover with four or five 
inches of soil and press the soil wel) 
down upon the seed. 


The fresh manure will aid very ma- 


terially in 
supplying 
warmth and 


drainage, 
and in securing 
a quick 


germination. 
As soon as the plants 


show well above the ground, thin out 
to not. more than three good stalks in 
one hill. 
Cultivate sufficiently often 


to keep the soil loose and the weeds 
down. 


Under such conditions a very rapid 


growth can be secured, and potatoes 
for Ihe table can be lind more quickly 
than by almost any other method. 


CATTLE KILL MORNING GLORIES 


Clean cultivation in a morning glory 


infected field is not only costly, but 
impracticable, Is in 
the rush of the 


harvest there as no time to hoe the 
field by hand. 


A better way than to cultivate clean 


is to pasture such a field with cattle; 
they are fond of the leaves and vines 
and will not allow the roots to send 
out a mass of long, intertwining vines, 
but will nip the 
plant close to tho 


ground, killing the vitality of the roots 
n one or two seasons. 


Another way is to seed such a field 


n grass. This should be sown with 
a nurse crop wnich ought to be cut for 
hay. 
The next year's hay crop will 


contain very few morning glory vines, 
the third year 
none ..provided 
the 


grasses used contained a good propor- 
tion of surh grasses as red top, or- 
cliarn grass or blucgrass. The grasses 
kill the pest. 


MONEY SAVED BY TOOL SHED. 


Rain, Snow or Frost Cuts Deep Into 


the Profits. 


(H. H. Daniel.) 


This has been a good season for the 


lazy farmer who stores his working 
machinery in the fields where he last 
used them, but in the few weeks yet 
to come before plowing time mey will 
suffer enougn from the elements to 
cost him a pretty penny. The wise 
man will have a tool shed that is. all 
its name implies—not a lean-to on the 
back side of some barn or.other build- 
ing where fowls will roost on the tools, 
hogs bed under them and cattle tramp 
around and among them; where the 
tool you want is always behind a lot 
of others and you leave 
tnem 
out 


rather than put them away and get 
them out. 


Find the place on the farm where 


you must pass with 
everything, if 


there be such, a place, or as nearly 
that as possible. The gateway to the 
barn lot IB usually such a place. 


If circumstances will permit, build 


the shed right there. Build it across 
the line of travel, 20 by 25 feet wide, 
as long as necessary, 10 feet if not 13 
to the plates. Posts along each side 
at intervals of eight feet except one 
space wider for a harvester and binder 
If you use one. 


Use a light, but solid truss roof. It 


may well be covered with steel. Put 
steel track for roller door hangers 
entire length of both plates, both in- 
side and outside. 
Hang doors alter- 


nately Inside and out. No fixed siding, 
no crossed partitions. 
Doors can all 


be run to one end, leaving half the 
shed entirely open, or any door can 
be run either way, as most convenient 
These hangers and track will cost a 
bit, but they will not sag on the hinges 
nor knock you down it a gust of wind 
catches them. Have a space for each 
wagon where it can be driven and al- 
lowed to stand 
whether 
loaded 
or 


empty. 
(A crab suspended from roof 


truss to hang harness 
on makes it 


handy and beats the rats). 


Spaces for mower, 
drill, 
manure 


spreader, planter—-In short, whatever 
tools you use. Some, of course, could 
be doubled up, being accessible from 
belli sides. Hay rake could go in space 
with harvester, etc. Have at least one 
space tor plows, cultivators, etc., that 
can be stored. on beam ends when not 
in regular use. Length can readily 
be added as tools increase. Would 
rather have entire shed floored, but if 
well drained dirt bottom will answer. 
Arrange fences and grade ground so 
tnat it will be easier to put every tool 
to its place than not to. Then—skin 
tne man who leaves one out. Such,a 
shed will not cost a large sum, and 
will soon pay lor itself on any farm. 


'SHINGLE HAIR" FOR MULCHING. 


"Shingle edgings" ("shingle hair") 


are excellent for mulching either ap- 
ple trees or strawberry plants. As In 
the case of sawdust it is better to use 
material that is not quite fresh, or 
take precautions so as to keep it from 
packing closely about the base of the 
tree. 
Sawdust is the most satisfac- 


tory material ever used at the station 
as a winter protection and summer 
mulch for strawberries. 
It conserves 


the moisture effectively 
and is free 


from weeds. 


The best mulch for gooseberries, as 


for other small fruits, is a fine dust 
cover provided by thorough cultiva- 
tion. If for any reason this cannot be 
given, I see no objection to the use 
of pinft needles or the "shingle hair" 
referred to above.

BUTTER FROM SWEET 


One Woman Says She Produces anil 


Excellent Quality. 
» 


(Jennie M. Wilson.) 


Some argue that 
churning sweet 


cream is not desirable. 
But my ex- 


perience has led me to believe that It 
s not objectionable; 
but, on 
the 


other hand, that it makes butter of bet- 
ter flavor and better keeping qualities 
than Is made from 
sour cream. 
If 


warming the milk injures the flavor, 
as some claim, why is It that the 
Devonshire cream Is considered such 
a luxury? Many persons who have 
:iavele(i through England and Scot* 
land have expressed surprise that they 
can never get such delicious cream at 
home. 
Many persons think it Is the 


rmrticularly rich cream of the coun- 
tries referred to, but such is not the 
case. 


Wo may, any of us have Devonshire 


cream on our tables if we will take 
the trouble to prepare it. The modus 
operand! is as follows: 


Rich, new milk Is put in a very shal- 


low vessel with an extended surface, 
and it is then placed on the range 
where the milk is allowed to warm, 
hut it is closely watched that it does 
not boil or even scald. The heat will 
soon cause all the cream to rise to the 
surface and the pan is then taken off 
and placed in the Ice-box or other cool 
place. 
When thoroughly chilled the 


cream is taken off and is nearly of the 
consistency of newly 
made butter. 


This is put in jars and at breakfast. Is 
served with oatmeal or anything that 
ordinary cream is used for. Its mer- 
its are that not only does one obtain 
the richest cream, but it will keep two 
or three days without souring. 


I have 
made butter from cream 


treated in this manner aod think it 
just as superior to butter made from 
sour cream, as the Devonshire cream 
is superior to the common article. 
Much of the success In .the process de- 
pends upon the quick reduction of 
temperature when the milk is taken 
from the range. I have changed this 
much of the method as it suits me 
better. 


That is, I place the milk vessel over 


a kettle of boiling water, giving the 
milk a steam bath instead of heating 
on the range. There is no perceptible 
difference in results. 


If 
any who are 
troubled 
with 
:frothy cream" and " churnlngs that 
won't come" will give this method a 
fair trial, I feel assured that com- 
plaints will cease. 


IN THE POULTRY HOUSE. 


The male Is half the pen—it pays to 


get the best you can buy. 


Poultry is one of the best paying 


things on the farm 
when properly 


cared for, and brings in something 
every month of the year. 
' A uniform nock all of one kind of 
fowls is more satisfactory In. appear- 
ance, more easily handled and gives 
more uniform, results, and a consider- 
ably greater profit than a mixed lot 
of different kinds. 


Beware of feeding new corn to tur- 


keys or fowls you are preparing for 
the market. For heavy feeding for fat- 
tening purposes, old grain is safest 
and gives much the best, results. This 
is particularly true in regard to fat- 
tening turkeys. 


Select a small *pen; of your best fe- 


males and keep them separate from 
the laying hens this 
winter. 
Feed 


them rather light so they will not lay 
much and you will get better results 
from them as breeders next season. 
Buy the best cockerel you can get to 
mate with them, and breed good ones. 


Don't winter a whole raft of male 


birds that eat about twice as much as 
a hen will and produce nothing. 


The hens will lay better and do bet- 


ter every way if no males are allowed 
to run with them, and the eggs will 
not stale anywhere near so quick as 
when males are kept with the flock. 


One good male and eight or ten of 


the best females will produce all the 
hatching eggs wanted on the average 
farm, and separate quarters should 
be provided for them, and the run of 
the farm given to the main flock of 
laying hena and pullets. 
"* If one wants to breed from twenty 
or twenty-five hens, two males should 
be used on alternate days. While one 
is running with the hens the other 
should be cooped and fed extra. 


The odor and flavor of fruits are 


due to small quantities 
of ethereal 


bodies, some ot which forms the basis 
of different fruit flavorings and es- 
sences; although these have no nutri- 
tive value they are not to be despised 
as stimulants to the appetite and aids 
to digestion. 


Apples are said to 
contain 
more 


phosphorous than any other fruit or 
vegetable, and it has been claimed 
that for this reason it is 
especially 


adapted to renew the nervous matter, 
the brain and spinal cord. 


HOW TO JUDGE BREAD MAKING. 


Of the food fruits tho banana is a 


good example. Aside from the date, 
fig and raisin it is the most nourish- 
ing of all fruKs. In its frosh state it 
contains a fair amount of carbohy- 
drate and a little proteid, hut it Is too 
bulky to serve as the main constituent 
of a healthy diet. It may be dried In 
the sun and sprinkled with sugar In 
whicii form it has recently been im- 
ported. When wen ripened it, is easily 
digested. Many of the ill effects felt 
by people eating this fruit are due to 
Lite fact ihat, fruit Is not properly ri- 
penon The greon dried bananas found 
in many of the stores arc entirely unfit 
to eat.

CUTTING SEED POTATOES. 


Machines have been used for cut- 


ting up tubers into sections for plant- 
ing, but for vi.rlous reasons, some of 
them obvious, they have not been suc- 
cessful. 
The nearest successful 
ap- 


proach to the use of a machine for 
this purpose is a method of cutting 
now quite generally 
employed 
A 


wide bench is boxed in on the ends 
and one side and divided into two or 
three compartments, all open .in front 
To each of these compartments Is at- 
tached a sack on hooks, and along the 
open side of the bench In the middle 
of each compartment Is fixed in an 
upright position a shoemakers' knife 
or common steel table knife. 
Onto 


this bench are then shoveled the po- 
tatoes to bo cut for planting, and In 
front of each compartment a 
man 


takes his position on a box or stool. 
He seizes the tubers in rapid succes- 
sion and by pulling them against the 
blade quickly cuts each in two, or four 
or eight pieces, according to its size, 
tho pieces being then dropped Into tli« 
open sack.

ho squandered on hie family; $4,000,- 
000 he left to be fought over by his 
heirs. I havo been told that at" his 
death he owned one-tenth of all tha 
wealth ot Utah. Can any man read an 
account of such financial dealings and 
not declare that he waa the king of 
grafters? 


What the Mormon church stood for 


n Its financial dealings fifty .years ago, 
t stands for today. 
By its tithing 


system, the Mormon church has how 
an income of at least 
$2,000,000. 


Where is It going to? For what means 
s all this vast amount of money being 
uaeS? For the spread, ot the Mormon 
jbspel? Oh, yea. Some of it is spent 
n that way, just as some of the money 
of the Infamous Louisiana lottery was 
used for advertising the lottery tickets 
,11 over tbe world. But, without doubt, 
a vast percentage of that income goes 
nto the pockets of-the Mormon lead- 
;rs. 


"But," says some one, "you should 


aot condemn the Mormon leaders like 
:hat. They do not compel the mem- 
jers of the church to 'stand and de- 
_ver,' as a highwayman gruffly orders 
its victims to do. These church mem- 
jers do not have to surrender their 
ithes, any more than the members of 
rour church have to give Into the col- 
ection plates, unless they wish to do 
so 
If the Mormon people give to Jo- 


seph P. Smith, they give of their own 
free will." 
Ah, my friends, that is 


one of the biggest delusions ever sent 
jroadcast over this land. 
The Mor- 


mon victims do not give willingly. 
They are compelled to give, whether 
they are willing or not, by the thumb- 
screws of the boycott and financial 
ostracism. If you want proof of what 
[ say, read today the marvelous inves- 
tigations of "Mormonism Unveiled," 
by Irving Sayford, already quoted. Not 
only does he cite facts seen with his 
own eyes, but he corroborates with 
names and dates this one fact; that 
Mormon excommunication means fin- 
ancial persecution ana financial amii- 
hiiation. 


The Iniquitous Hierarchy. 


But in this description o£ the Mor- 


mon hierarchy, we must also declare 
that modern Mormonisn stands for 11 
censed 
llbertism 
and 
immorality 


Many of these long bearded apostles 
by their own confession, are living to- 
day in open adultery. 
These gray 


whiskered Mormon criminals, before 
the senate investigating committee, 
not only unblushingly admitted that 
they were living with plural wives, but 
they 
even were photographed with 


them and with their illegitimate off- 
spring, 
horn since the manifesto 


whereby the Mormon leaders declared 
they would only cleave to one wife 
thereafter. 


Now, 
the rank and file of a church 


cannot be better than the leaders of 
a church. Yet it is undeniable that 
there are many of the rank and file 
who are thoroughly disgusted with 
the odious lives and false pretences of 
those leaders. 
To these honest ones, 


who long for better things, we must 
extend all sympathy. 


Let us go and visit Salt Lake City. 


We stop and look in the city directory 
to find where the Mormon leader lives. 
"My," you say, "Uncle Joseph must 
move quite often to escape paying rent. 
Why, 
here are five different houses 


under his name." 
"Yes," I say, "he 


sleeps in one house, eats breakfast in 
another house, has supper in another 
house, spends the evening In another 
house, and sleeps in another 
house. 


In each one of these houses he has a 
different wife. 
When he walks along 


the street forty-two different children 
can stop him, and call out, 'Hello, 
Papa.' 
'Uncle -Toe* must have a great 


memory to remember the faces of all 
these children. 
He must have a deep 


well of affection to love all of his pro- 
geny. He must be a financial genius 
to support all of these homes, and yet 
be a poor minister." 
Most 
of us 


prptestant ministers Have hard work 
to make financial ends meet, and sup- 
port one wife and three or four babies. 
But 'Uncle Joe' certainly can do won- 
ders. I have far more respect for the 
stag lording It over his herd, or the 
shaggy four-legged beast leading hia 
cattle over the western prairie, than 
for this human 
libertine, 
walking 


around and posing as an apostle of 
God and talking about love. 
Yes, he 


has love, but it Is the love of a whole- 
sale libertinism, which ought to push 
Its devotee out of an decent society. 


The Many-Wived Apostolate. 


While writing this sermon, there lies 


before me a list of the domestic men- 
age of the leaders of the Mormon 
church. 
Francis 
M. Lyman, the 


president of the twelve apostles, has 
two wives; John H. Smith, an apostle, 
two wives; Herbert J. Grant, apostle, 


All decency, all purity, 
all 
virtue, 


should rise up In wrath against the 
sins of the Sodom and Gomorrah of 
.he Utah plains. 


But modern Mormonlsm stands for 


more than financial graft and 
unli- 


censed libertinism. 
It stands for the 


degradation 
of 
woman, 
not 
only 


through the evil door of sin, but 
also through the narrow door of super- 
stition. 
There are two means where- 


by it Is possible to overthrow a good 
woman. The one is through her heart, 
or by her love. That is not what the 
Mormon leaders can do. 
Even Brig- 


Young, with all his powers of 


persuasion, could not prove to a sen- 
sible woman that he could love equally 
well and at the same time twenty-six 
wives, besides a score or more of affin- 
ities. 
The second way for the Mor- 


mon hierarchy to overthrow a good 
woman Is through her religious beliefs. 
The leaders of that church promulgate 
these two doctrines. 
First, they say: 


"A woman who is unwilling to marry 


and beget children is a woman who 
will have no part in the glories of tho 
celestial life. 
Therefore, it is the duty 


of every woman to marry, no matter 
what may be the desire of her heart. 
Love or dislike of life have nothing to 
do with the matter. 
In the Mormon 


world, a woman must be sealed to a 
man, 
or else she is doomed to eternal 


death." 
.The second doctrine is like 


unto the first: "The highest seat in 
iieaven for the good Mormon is for 
the Mormon saint who takes unto him- 
self the greatest number of wives and 
rears up the greatest number of chil- 
dren. For on the great day of ascen- 
sion, God will first call ub the hus- 
band. 
Then the husband, in turn, will 


call up his wives. 
Then the 
more 


wives and the more children the man 
can produce, the greater will be his re- 
wards for eternity." 
Therefore, the 


Mormon church says: "Woman, mar- 
ry. 
Get your husband as many wives 


as you can, for such is the will of 
God." By thus appealing to woman's 
superstition, we find that 
husbands 


have married sisters and even mothers 
and daughters, and had children by 
them all. Is it not about time for tbls 
horrible teaching to end? 


"But," again says some one, "the 


government has no right to stop the 
belief of man and woman. Here we 
have no union of church and state." 
No, the government has no right to 
try to make a Baptist out of a Metho- 
dist, or a Presbyterian out -of a Cath- 
olic; but It certainly has a right to 
stop any teachings that lead directly 
to crime or which may be used to 
overthrow a man's or woman's morals. 
The Indian government "certainly had 
a right to- interfere and stop mothers 
casting their children to the crocodiles 
in the Ganges. 
It certainly 
had a 


right to stop the widow-burning and 
the Indian Juggernaut. 
Our govern- 


ment certainly has a right to forbid 
the use of tiie mails for vile literature 
and for the selling of lottery tickets. 
And it certainly has a right to stop 
the crime of polygamy at its source 
and to compel all citizens to obey the 
statute of the land. Utah, as a state, 
pledged herself to such obedience, but 
she violated tier solemn pledge. The 
government has a right, therefore, to 
enforce the laws and prevent our land 
from being overrun frith the crime of 
polygamy and. with illegitimate off- 
spring. The superstitious teachings of 
Mormonism are responsible for these 
conditions. The degradation of wom- 
en is Its object; by fair means or foul, 
by the door of sin or the narrow gate 
cf superstition. 


But these are not the only objects 


aimed at by the Mormon hierarchy. 
They aim to scatter their evil doc- 
trines and evil teachings over all the 
United States. 
Their object is not 


only to capture Utah for their church, 
but all this' western hemisphere. 


Many years ago Brlgham Young was 


asked this question: 
"Mr. President, 


do you believe Mormonism will ever 
elect a president 
of
